han halted the German attempt to pass
the Bzura River on the way to Warsaw,

trated fire from all the Russion position
on rieing ground to the east

mined wns this attack that the Germans
wecured the estate and the HRussian
trenches,

Their losses are pronounged by the
Grand Duke to be énormous, & word
which has only once or twlee before np-
peared In his peports, How enormoun
they were o further Indicated by the
statement that the Germnns succeasively
sont forward there regiment after regl-
ment. droiwn from different corpa.
